OBITUARY 


Mrs. Sophie Simonin 

Bassano lost another of its oldest 
citizens on Thursday, June 17th, when 
Mrs. Sophie Simonin passed away in 
the Bassano Hospital following a 
short illness, 

Mrs. Simonin was born in France 
on March Ist, 1862, and at the time 
of her death was 75 years, 3 months 
and 17 days gid. In 1893 ghe left 
France and settled at Wolseley, Sask., 
where she resided ti}] March 1909. At 
this time she settled in the Glejchen 
district at Oulletteijie, north of Ciyny 
where she was one of the first settlers, 
She accepted a position af Postmiag- 


there. On September 22, 1918, her 
husband, L. BE, Sjmonin, died of heart 
failyre, leaving her with twelve chil- 
dren between the ages of eight and 
eighteen to care for, She continued 
to operate her husbands farm and ea- 
tate for some time, until she moved 
to Bassano where she was at the time 
of her death, With her quiet dispost- 
tion, she made a host of friends in 
Alberta and Saskatchewan, all of 
whom will greatly mise her, 

Mra, Bimonin is survived by five 
sons; Lucien, of Cluny; Leon, of Kel- 
owna, B.C.; Henri, of Montreal; Geo- 
rge, of Calgary; and Louis of Bas- 
sano; and six daughters; Mrs. A. Gau- 
thier of Cluny; Mrs, P.\Reshaug of 
Gleichen; Mrs, A. Perron'of Kelowna, 
B.C.; Mrs, L. Bouchard of Vancouver;

SURVEY OF CROPS.

In, June of each year, the dominion 
Bureau of Statistics, in co-operation 
with the Provincial Deparments of 
Agriculture distributes cardboard 
schedules to farmers for the purpose 
of éollecting statistics of acreages 
under crop and the number of live 
stock ‘and poutry on farma’ An inn- 
ovation of 1936 extended this survey 
to cover the breeding and marketing 
intentions with regard to lve stock. 
In all of the provinces except Prince 
Bdward Island, Nova Scotia, Alberta 
and British Columbia, these sched 
ules are distributed to the farmers 
through the rural. school — teachers, 
In these four provinces, the cards 
are mailed direct to the farmers,

As this is being written a strong wind is blowing out, 
side. 


Looking northward, clouds of dust may be seen drift- 


‘ing east. Southward, vision records the same spectacle. In 
ae language, it means that large quantities of fertile soil has 
ecome “absent without leave.” 

Incidently, to the west and to the east, comparatively: 
little dust is visiblé at the moment. . Above, the sky is clear and 
blue. Why? 

The answer lies in the fact that to the west for a con- 
siderable distance, there is the virgin prairie, of the Indian a ih, 
extending past Gleichen, 

It is clear that the winds are going to continue in ‘the 
future as they have in the past, Likewise, if steps are not taken 
soon by, farmers themselves, or by Governmental action, (even 
if it does mean regulation, regimentation and interference in private 
business) the land will be destroyed as a grain producing asset 
and most likely as grazing lands as well. 

’ In time, the whole of the’ Southern portion of the three 
Prairie Provinces will become arid wastes, or one great desert, 
wherein neither man or beast may subsist. 

Is there an answer or solution to the problem? 

If it lies in different or altéred farming methods, these 
should be practised and when necessary made compulsory. — If 
no method of preventing soil drifting can be devised in keeping 
with a reasonably profitable agricultural programme, then grain 
growing should cease before millions of acres are rendered useless 
even for grazing. ,
